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School Committee

At last Tuesday’s meeting of the Agawam School 
Committee, an updated status report was presented by- 
Manley Hart, executive director of the Lower Pioneer 
Walley Education Collaborative. This joint effort to 
provide services by fTsoling resources and students now 
offers ten occupational programs and several special 
education classes. 

The towns of Agawam, East Longmeadow, Hamp- 
den/Wilbraham, Ludlow, Longmeadow, Southwick 
and West Springfield all offer programs in their towns 
and sponsor students to programs held in the other 
towns within the collaborative. Occupational courses in 
automotivcs-auto body, building trades, maehine and 
tool design, agriculture-horticulture, food services, 
graphic arts, metal machining, nursing assistants, 
fashion design-tailoring, and electronic assembly all in¬ 
clude Agawam students, but at a minimal number since 
only a few slots are open to each participating town. 

Agawam is also the base for four special education 
classroom set-ups and sends students to those held in 
Southwick, Longmeadow, Ludlow, and Wilbraham.

Physical Education Problems 

In addition to the report from Hart, committee 
members heard from David Theodorowicz, principal of 
Agawam High, and Athletic Director Clifford Kibbe on 
the need for heavy-duty locks and security personnel in 
the newly-built gym area of the building. 

Theodorowicz emphasized that prolonged delay in 
installing locks on doors to the equipment storage area 
and to locker rooms has resulted in vandalism and in¬ 
creased theft. He pointed out that in many instances 
locks were actually broken off and then articles stolen. 
Both Theodorowicz and Kibbe explained that physical 
education teachers could not always be in the area to 
patrol the many “cubbyholes, nooks, and crannies” in 
the long corridors and new locker rooms. Theodorowicz 
requested two security monitors be hired to patrol and 
act as deterrents in eliminating the rising theft and van¬ 
dalism. 

The School Committee tabled this issue pending fur¬ 
ther clarification of actual job description of this posi¬ 
tion. Superintendent Hebert was urged to take whatever 
steps possible to speed up the installation of locks. 

Kibbe also addressed the committee on his increasing 
difficulty in obtaining qualified coaches for various 
sports. He cited a case in point where no individual ap¬ 
plied for the position as coach of the girls ski team this 
year. 


Kibbe indicated that the boys ski team coach seemed 
willing to take on the girls team also, but declared he 
was happy with that type of policy. He noted, though, 
that the only alternative seemed to be disbanding the 
girls team. The issue was tabled for further considera¬ 
tion. 


Personnel Appointments 

In the area of personnel, Paul Cavallo was appointed 
to the one-year position as chairman of the guidance 
departments of the Middle, Junior High, and High 
Schools. In accordance with previous discussion of job 
requirements, Cavallo’s student counseling load at 
Agawam High will be reduced to allow him proper time 
to function as department head. 

The following coaches were appointed for the spring, 
1981, season: Gerald Smith, varsity baseball; William 
Sapelli, junior varsity baseball; Louis Conte, Junior 
High baseball; Roger Leclerc, varsity golf; 3 avid Hob¬ 
son, boys tennis; Mary Wolochowicz, girls tennis; 
Diane Mercadante, junior varsity softball; Leslie Clark, 
Junior High softball; Joe Modzewleski, boys track; and 
Gus Young, assistant boys track.

“Let’s Jazz It Up!!

“Come on, let’s jazz it up!” is an expression per¬ 
sonified last week in all six of Agawam’s elementary 
schools. 

Performing over a two-day schedule at all the schools 
was the Old Jazz Ensemble of Boston, a five-member 
group featuring the combined sounds of tuba, trom¬ 
bone, trumpet, drums, and banjo.

Tuba player Stuart Gunn opened the performance by 
explaining the term ensemble to the students. Each of 
the five players then played a few bars on his individual 
instrument and explained very briefly how it operated. 
The kids at Peirce School seemed particularly taken 
with the “slide” on the trombone and the sounds it 
could produce. One youngster was so impressed with 
the way the trombone worked that he put on his own 


pretend show for the rest of the production! 

Demonstrating the musical terms melody, harmony, 
and rhythm as they went along, the five-piece ensemble 
traced the development of jazz from its earliest form 
through Ragtime and the Blues. While some of the ver¬ 
bal explanation may have been beyond the children’s 
complete understanding, they reacted spontaneously to 
the lively, spirited music. Tapping toes, bouncing 
bodies, and nodding heads could be seen throughout the 
auditorium and the kids enthusiastically applauded and 
unhesitatingly offered “answers” to questions posed by 
the musicians. 

Of all the forms of jazz presented, Ragtime seemed 
the most popular. The Entertainer , Scott Joplin’s tune 
made famous more recently as the theme song from the 
movie “The Sting,” was widely recognized as the

A large proportion of the 
resulting strains and 
sprains could have been 
avoided if two very basic 
procedures had been fol- 
lowed. First, use common 
sense. If the load to be 
lifted is too heavy for you, 
try to do it in smaller sizes. 

If this isn’t possible, get 
help, even if it means wait¬ 
ing to do it. 

Second, you should know 
how to lift. A long study of 
back injuries made by the 
National Safety Council 
showed that far too many 
people over-reach or twist 
or bend their backs when 
lifting. The right way, the 
Council and chiropractors, 
who are back specialists, 
found is to keep your back 
straight and let your legs 
furnish the power. Even if 
you’re out of shape, most 
likely the worst that can 
happen is to have tempor¬ 
arily sore leg muscles. 

Your chiropractor deals 
almost daily with back 
strains and sprains that 
would never have happen¬ 
ed if the patient had 
known how to lift. Use 
your head and your legs —

The 
figures provide a warning 
that we should be doubling 
our efforts to encourage stu¬ 
dent participation in and 
community support of high 
school activities, or someday 
we won’t hae these pro¬ 
grams as educational tools.” 

Here are some of the find¬ 
ings of the latest high school 
survey: 

Currently, the most popu¬ 
lar high school sport is bask¬ 
etball, played last year by 
410,000 girls and 569,000 
boys. Football, with 958,000 
boys, ranks second. Track 
and field is third with 
383,000 girls and 525,000 
boys. 

Baseball ranks fourth with 
416,000 boys and a minimal 
number of girls. And volley¬ 
ball is fifth with 265,000 
girls and only 13,000 boys. 

The greatest increase in 
girls sports participation 
was shown in cross country, 
up from 23,000 girls to 
82,000 — fifth most popular 
for girls. 

The most significant 
decrease during the last 
year was in basketball, down 
40,000 girls — although it 
still is the most popular 
sport among female teens. 

Soccer (an increase of 
1,600) heads the list of gain¬ 
ers among boys. 

But for boys there was a 
50,000 decrease in participa¬ 
tion in basketball, a 45,000 
decrease in football and a 
38,000 decrease in track and 
field.

After a decade of rapid 
growth, participation in high 
school sports in America 
may have peaked. 

The National Federation 
of State High School Associ¬ 
ations has issued its latest 
Sports Participation Survey. 
The poll measured the num¬ 
ber of male and female ath¬ 
letes during 1979-80 at the 
nearly 20,000 member high 
schools. 

The National Federation 
represents approximatley 86 

K nt of the nation’s pub- 
d private high schools. 
Its figures show that 
about 1.6 million girls and 
3.5 million boys took part in 
interscholastic athletics dur¬ 
ing the last school year. 

An athlete is counted once 
for each sport in which he or 
she takes part. 

In the early 1970s, when 
the survey was conducted 
every other year, growth 
was spectacular in girls ath¬ 
letics and substantial in boys 
athletics. 

Last year, the total of girl 
high school athletes declined 
by nearly 12 percent. The 
decrease in boys sports par¬ 
ticipation was five percent. 

‘The decline in participa¬ 
tion is cause for concern, 
even if we can explain it ful¬ 
ly by more sophisticated col¬ 
lection techniques and 
declining enrollments,” says 
Brice Durbin, executive 
director of the Federation.

Explanation Of 
Question 5 

The proposed amendment would limit the 
power of the Legislature to impose certain costs 
on cities and towns. It would provide that any 
law which imposes additional costs upon two or 
more cities and towns by regulating compensa¬ 
tion, hours, status, conditions, or benefits of 
municipal employment would not be effective 
within a municipality until it accepts the law by 
vote or appropriation of money. Local accep¬ 
tance would not be required if the Legislature 
either passed the law by a 2/3 vote or provided 
during the same session in which the law wa 
enacted that the additional costs would be 
assumed by the Commonwealth. 

Under Question 5, the Legislature would 
either have to provide state funding for such 
laws in the future or allow each community to 
decide whether it wanted to accept state pro¬ 
grams, unless the law passed by a 2/3 majority 
in both the House and Senate.

Resident Question Rte. 57 Extension 

To The Editor 

What is the extension of Route 57 going to do to us? 
Some of us would like to know the answer. 

Nearly five months ago, a group of Agawam residents 
organized a limited petition drive to direct attention to 
certain inadequacies with the highway extension. The 
main thrust of the drive was to show that not “all of 
Agawam” was certain that they wanted this road the 
way it was being planned. 

Since that time, we have gathered much information 
about the road. Sadly, we have discovered that many of 
the decisions were not factually documented. The worst 
situation was the fact that a full environmental impact 
study (EIS) was not donei. A shortcut method (a 
Negative Declaration) was used.. 

We, the citizens of Agawam, have suffered, and will 
continue to suffer the consequences of this shortcut for 
many years. In a town without sound planning, poor 
zoning laws, no Master Plan (we bought one, but no one 
will accept it) and many old town political factions, our 
worst is yet to come. 

Last Wednesday’s moderate attendance at the Task 
Force public hearing was a sad example of public con¬ 
cern for their fate. Unlike Mr. Mason, I didn’t see the 
lack of attendace (between 200-300) as a sign that road 
construction should begin at once. I saw it as another 
example of public apathy! After all, most people believe 
that the road only directly affects the Mill St. and the 
Feeding Hills south side of Route 57. It’s not seen as a 
truly town-wide issue, even though it should be. 

Sensing that the Task Force has been ineffective and 
useless to this date, seeing that our request for objective 
reconsideration by Town Council has failed, and that 
the School Committee cannot grasp the implications of 
growth upon safety, we can’t let our desire for factual 
decision making be diminished. 

Unfortunately for those people who want a 
thoughtful, thorough, unbiased re-examination of the 
facts, we don’t have years of in-town favors to call forth 
to support our call. Nor do we have our own businesses 
here in town which might offer us plenty of opportunity 
to associate with the right people. We have no built-in 
organization to call upon for town-wide petitioning. 

All we can do is to present sincere, documented ques¬ 
tions to the Task Force. We do not offer noise and 
rhetoric like the proponents of the road. For example, 
last Wednesday, only one of them said anything new. 
This is the same person who is on record as considering 
Agawam a city. We’ll certainly get there much faster 
with a four-Lane super expressway. 

Many town officials did not attend the entire meeting. 
Taks Force members Mr. DeFillippi and Mr. Dimauro 
were not at the entire hearing. 

The facts are missing on how decisions were reached. 
It seems that the noise and the numbers of people wan¬ 
ting the road were the only criteria used. 

We are trying to present questions which will uncover 
the facts and which will ultimately lead to sound deci¬ 
sions. 1980 is not 1972; help us bring Agawam the real 
facts. 

What is this road going to do for us? 

It’s going to solve some traffic and safety problems 
while making many more all over the town. It’s going to 
jump our growth rate' from the current no-build on 
Route 57 percentage of 50 to 60 percent to an uncon¬ 
trolled level of 90 to 100 percent. 

If we plan this road poorly, it may take us 20 years to 
correct the problems it creates. I urge you and the 
residents in Agawam to get involved. 

Support the ROADS Committee in their efforts for 
Reasonable Options and Alternate Designs.

Gallano Rebuts Accusations 

To The Editor: 

In a letter to the Agawam Advertiser/News I took 
issue with Max Cleland, Veterans’ Administrator from 
Washington, D.C., because of his endorsement of Rudy 
Altobelli for Representative because he was, as Cleland 
put it, “a Korean veteran and a Democrat.” 

I thought that the endorsement was quite unfair in 
view of the fact that Ed Connelly was a veteran of 
overseas service and suffered the loss of son in the Viet- 
Nam conflict. Perhaps if Cleland had known all of the 
facts he might have had second thoughts. 

Councilman Walter Kerr took it upon himself to 
rebut my letter although it made no mention o'f him. 
Kerr’s attack on my brother and myself left me no alter¬ 
native but to reply because I am convinced that the real 
Walter Kerr has finally stepped forward, publicly. 

He appears to have a paranoia about anyone that he 
suspects or knows that supported Ed Connelly in his 
successful attempt to oust him from the legislature. He 
has for years kept me on the top of his hit list. One need 
only to analyze hi? rebuttal statements to realize that he 


continues to take the low road. In his outburst, that I 
prevailed upon him (1957) to appoint me to the job of 
Veterans Agent in this district, he failed to mention that 
he was only one Selectman out of a group of three 
boards in the district that were empowered to appoint. 

I have always been under the impression that 1 was 
appointed at that time because of having been Com¬ 
mander of the local Legion Post and interested in 
veterans’ services. Apparently 1 met the necessary 
qualifications because I was reappointed each year for 
seven consecutive years. During that period I was nam¬ 
ed president of the Western Mass. Service Officers 
Association. I left the district to accept a position of¬ 
fered to me by the Governor in the Executive Office of 
Administration and Finance as a Deputy Commis¬ 
sioner, and from there to the State Commission on Ag¬ 
ing where I was one of four to pass a statewide examina¬ 
tion for the position of Community Coordinator which 
I held until my recent retirement.

If a job doesn’t exist, 
they’ll create one - that’s the way the system works for 
the party loyalists.

This brings to mind an article which appeared in the 
Daily News on February 3, 1977, which reported a 
meeting attended by Walter Kerr,' Anita Davilli, and 
Valentine R. Moreno which called for an audit of 
Agawam’s finances. Kerr was quoted as saying that the 
State should give priority to an audit and Agawam 
should be put at the top of the list because “we may 
have an indication of larceny here.” What a disappoint¬ 
ment it must have been for Kerr and his associates when 
the outside auditors final report found the town 
treasurer’s accounts in order.

Foiks Sing Blues On Carter-Reagan 
But Hyper On Proposition 2Vi 


Despite Tuesday’s titantic struggle between incum¬ 
bent President Jimmy Carter and challenger Ronald 
Reagan, folks in the Village Shops in Feeding Hills 
Center are subdued and speak disappointedly about 
their choices for the country’s top executive office.

Says Lack about Propostion 2 1/2, “I am against it 
because it won’t lower state taxes which would probably 
go up to make up for the lower taxes in the cities and 
towns.” 


Sandra Lawler, an avid Democrat, believes that 
Carter deserves a second four-year term. Sandra refuses 


to blame Carter for the Iran Crisis. “I think he’s done 
all right,” she said. 

As for 2 Zi , Sandra told us she definitely will vote yes. 
“I don’t believe vital services will be cut,” she says. 

Cheryl King, an Independent residing at 48 Silver 
Street, remarked that her intuition tells her to vote yes 
although she probably won’t make up her mind until the 
curtain in the voting booth is closed. 


“Everyone likes property tax reduction,” Cheryl 
snapped. 

“Carter,” she quickly answered as her choice for 
President, noting that Carter “was a better man for the 
job.” . 

Cheryl says she did evaluate Anderson as an alter¬ 
native. 

Democrat Bernard Klimaj says his vote will remain 
within the party and that the Republican ticket fails to 
heed the needs of the working man.

Klimaj’s wife, Jean, agreed with her husband’s 
assessment of both questions.

Mrs. Marco Cammisa of 22 Rhodes Avenue, a long 


time Democrat, has decided her party’s candidate has 
not performed up to expectations in the last'four years. 

Mrs. Cammisa says she will vote for Reagan, but 
there was a distinct sourness in her voice about either 
candidate. She sighed, “I just think we need a change.” 

On 2 Zi she took an alternate route. “I will vote no 
because I don’t want the sacrifices it will cause.” 

Another Democrat afraid of 2 Zi's ramifications is 
Robert A. Cargel of 463 Cooper Street. 

He says, “It looks good but I’m afraid it will do a lot 
of damage in the long run.” Cargel, a homeowner, says 
that the cutting of property taxes sounds great, but 
questioned where the revenues would come from to en¬ 
sure that taxpayers received the same services as they do 
now. 

Cargel says Carter will receive his vote, feeling that a 
Reagan presidency may result in war at some point. 

Barbara Racicot of Feeding Hills is undecided about 
both 2 Zi and on the presidential race. 

An Independent who would have voted for Ted Ken¬ 
nedy, she maintains that neither Carter nor Reagan “is 
much of a choice.” “I really don’t know what I’ll do on 
election day.” 

Mrs. Racicot’s says that on one hand 2 Zi would 
reduce taxes but she fears that many people will lose 
their jobs. “But I think politicians are throwing scare 
tactics at us about the reduction of services.”

A Look At The Question 


Agawam residents most certainly will attack the polls 
during Tuesday’s election to pull a lever for Proposition 
- 1/2 > ^ ar an< 3 away the biggest attraction on the ballot. 

Backers of the controversial tax-cutting measure are 
licking their chops in anticipation that hordes of irate 
and disgusted taxpayers, weary of the “Taxachusetts” 
burden of being the most property-tax dependent state 
of the fifty, will cast a Yes vote for the measure. 

Anti-Proposition 2 Zi forces here, including the 
Agawam Education Association, the School Commit¬ 
tee, many in Town Hall, and almost all town employees, 
cringe in fear that passage of 2Zi will result in massive 
layoffs of municipal employees and a blugeoning of ser¬ 
vices. 

Proposition 2Zz would repeal binding arbitration in 
stalemated contract talks with administration and also 
wipeout the long-standing provision of fiscal autonomy 
for school committees, a fact that has the school depart¬ 
ment here worried. Town Council would now be able to 
change the school’s budget instead of merely passing or 
rejecting it. 

Proposition 2'/2’s major thrust is cutting local proper¬ 
ty taxes to no more than two and a half percent of fair 
market value, or no more than $25 per $1,000 of full 
valuati 9 n. 

It would also drastically reduce local auto excise taxes 
of $66 per $1,000 of book value to $25 per $1,000. 

Various Town Hall figures project that as many as six 
policemen may be cut due to Proposition 2 Vi along with 
other employees who the town would be forced to axe. 

Revenue cuts for the schools, according to state 
figures, may jettison to as high as 20 percent. 

School Department Business Manager James Coon 
has predicted that class sizes would be increased due to 
teacher cutbacks and services such as Adult Education 
and the athletic program may be slashed with “users 
fees” being charged participants to help offset the 
revenue losses. 

Nevertheless, talk around the community points to 
Proposition 2Vi being approved by Bay State voters. 
Though in recent weeks it appears that anti-proposal 
forces are gathering strength, as one observer put it, “I 
think it's too little, too late.” 

Council President Paul Fieldstad warns that if the 
tax-cutting measure passes, the town may be forced into 
a quick reassessment of its internal mechanisms. 

Fieldstad attempted to push through a reorganization 
>lan last month but was handily defeated. “I still say 
hat we will have to do something soon if the question is 
passed.” 

Think-Before Voting On Prop. 2 Zi 

r o The Editor: 

Very few issues within the past ten years have had the 
motional appeal of Proposition 2Zt. We, as taxpayers, 
tave watched our meager pay raises put us into the next 
nigher income tax bracket for the support of both the 
federal and state governments; we have seen our state 
income tax surcharge become permanent rather than 
temporary; we have seen a greater share of the state lot¬ 
tery income remain in Boston to pay state bills rather 
than being returned to the local communities; we have 
seen state mandated educational programs placed upon 
as without proper state funding and the local taxpayer 
having to pay the difference. 

Unfortunately, in Massachusetts', the local com¬ 
munities have to rely on the property tax and the excise 
tax for their primary sources of income. Our local com¬ 
munities have for years requested reform in our tax 
laws, but the state government has turned a deaf ear. 
Now comes Proposition 2Zi, which will cut the local 
property tax and excise tax drastically to the point of 
leaving our local communities economically prostrate. 
The one form of governement that is responsive to the 
needs of the people, our local government, will be the 
only form of government affected by Proposition 2Zi. 
A partial check list of services rendered by our local 
government will include police and fire protection, 
education, aid to the elderly, garbage and trash collec¬ 
tion, water, street repair, plowing, and other local ser¬ 
vices, which are the majority of the services we receive. 
Drastic reduction or elimination of these services will be 
mandated under Proposition 2Zt. 

The prospect of the state government intervening 
economically on behalf of any community is wishful 
thinking. Governor King has promised us tax relief, but 
economically castrating our efficiently run local govern¬ 
ments is not the answer. We need control over the spen¬ 
ding of our state government, and unfortunately. Pro¬ 
position 2Zi does not address itself to this problem.

The bad news is that the Massachusetts Legislature 
has proven it has no interest in aiding beleaguered pro¬ 
perty taxpayers. 

The good news is that you will have the chance to 
curb property taxes on November 4th by voting YES on 
Question 2, Proposition 2.'/i . 

Since 1932, the Massachusetts Legislature has con¬ 
sidered more than a hundred taxieform proposals. Not 
one has been implemented. In 1970, a so-called “Master 
Tax Plan” was proposed amid much fanfare and bad 
patting. Today that plan is gathering dust with all the 
others. In the 1980 legislative session alone, a number of 
responsible tax reform measures were either defeated or 
ignored despite the clear need for property tax relief. 
The Massachusetts Legislature has been consistently 
unresponsive to the needs of the taxpayer. 

Proposition 2Zi may well be our last chance in this 
generation for property tax relief. A YES vote on Ques¬ 
tion 2 will tell the Legislature that the taxpayers of 
Massachusetts are serious about reducing the tax 
burden. A YES vote will deliver the message that 
homeowners are angry and frustrated by excessive pro¬ 
perty taxes. 

Cities and towns across the Commonwealth are fac¬ 
ing substantial property tax increases this year. Property 
taxes in Massachusetts"are the third highest in the na¬ 
tion. Proposition 2Zi is the best, and only, alternative to 
Massachusetts residents available at this time. 

Specifically, Proposition 2Zi will stabilize property 
taxes at 2.5% of the fair market value; decrease 
automobile excise tax from $66 per $1,000 to $25 per 
$1,000; provide a 50*70 deduction from state income tax 
for renters and increase local control over school, 
budgets and other municipal costs. 

Proposition 2Zi will be a law. Like any law, whether 
proposed by the Governor, a legislator, or a private 
citizen, it will be refined in the legislative process. 

We need Proposition 2Zi. It may not be the final 
solution to the problems of “Taxachusetts,” but it most 
certainly is a step in the right direction. 

A vote for Proposition 2Zi is a vote for senior citizens 
who can now barely afford to keep their own homes. It 
is a vote for young people who dream of owning a 
home. Proposition 2Zi is for every homeowner, renter, 
and automobile owner in the Commonwealth. 

If the majority say YES on Question 2, a clear 
message will be sent to the Governor who has failed to 
provide the $1.3 billion property tax relief he promised. 
It will be a clear message to legislators who found timr 
to take care of themselves by voting for pay raises, bu 
ignored the best interests of the people they are electee 
to serve by avoiding every tax relief proposal. 

A YES vote on Question 2 will remind governmen 
officials that the money they spend so freely is you 
money.

Civil Service Question 

By State Senator Alan O. Sitsitsky _ 

As an elected o’fficial representing the Town of 
Agawam, I have been asked to comment on a question 
appearing on the ballot in next Tuesday’s election. The 
following must be prefaced, however, by stating that I 
would in no way presume to tell the voters what position 
should be taken on this important issue. 

Removal of an administrative position from Civil Ser¬ 
vice governance is a local issue, after all, and should re¬ 
main so. With this thought in mind, I proffer an 
analysis of this situation based on my experience as 
Senate Chairman of the Legislature’s Public Service 
Committee from 1973 to 1,974. 

The issue of Civil Service reform has been a matter of 
considerable discussion in Massachusetts for the last 
several decades. As Chairman of the Public Service 
Committee, I was on the receiving end of many hours of 
testimony by local officials concerned about the future 
of Civil Service in their communities. Those in favor of 
1 Civil Service spoke of the importance of insulating the 
^appointment process from the whims the local elected 
officials and the prevailing political winds. This is a 
good argu ment for keeping Civil Service in certain in¬ 
stances - and I agree with it. Police officers, who en¬ 
force the law, should be free to do so without fear of 
political retribution. 

The Chief of Police performs a different function. He 
operates in an administrative capacity and formualtes a 
policy to suit the particular needs of a community and 
should be sensitive to the disposition of that city or 
town. A Chief of Police, subject to Civil Service, while 
adhering to Civil Service regulation could thwart the ex¬ 
pressed will of the community. His compliance with 
Civil Service rules would render him immune to removal 
despite defiance of a town’s stated policy. An ad- 
minstrator with Civil Service protection can become 
“too comfortable” and, therefore, less responsive. 

Of the 351 cities and towns in the Commonwealth, 
only 59 have all administrative positions under Civil 
Service. The remaining 292 cities and towns have either 
no positions governed by Civil Service, or some - but 
not all - postions under Civil Service. Many 
municipalities that have, in the past, had Civil Service 
administrators are removing those positions from that 
system. During the last two years, ten communities, in¬ 
cluding Hadley and Northampton in the western part of 
the State, have removed the Chief of Police position 
from Civil Service regulation. 

Consequently a trend towards removal has 
developed. The reasons most frequently cited are that it 
makes those holding the positions more responsive to 
the will of the community, as well as to local control. In¬ 
deed, it indicates a concensus of opinion that removal 
from Civil Service constitutes more effective manage¬ 
ment and implementation of public policy. 

I hope this information proves helpful to the voters of 
Agawam in evaluating Question 7 on next week’ ballot.

In this issue is to give the applicants for the chief’s position qualifying 
tests.

Desmond Supports Civil Service 

by D. J. Desmond 

Question seven on the November 4th ballot is a re¬ 
hash of the special election held on January 25, 1978. 
The question addresses the position of the Police Chief 
and whether the position should be reinstated into the 
rolls of Civil Service. 

The editor of this newspaper has taken the position 
and would have you believe that Boston would control 
this very sensitive position. His editorial comment is a 
fabrication and he knows it. Civil Service (or Boston as 
he calls it) only qualifies, through competitive examina¬ 
tion, a person to be the Chief of Police. Local manage¬ 
ment appoints the chief from a list of successful can¬ 
didates that pass the examination. The examination is 
tough and it should be. But Civil Service dqes not pro¬ 
tect the chief or anyone else as he (the editor) leads one 
to believe. What it does is remove this very sensitive 
position from the changes in the political climate of a 
community, allowing the chief to perform without the 
threat of losing his position because he refuses to submit 
to the whims of political influence. A civil service 
employee can be terminated and don’t let anyone tell 
yx)u they can’t. West Springfield just recently ter¬ 
minated a patrolman and Civil Service upheld the ap¬ 
pointing authority not once, but twice. 

However, what troubles me most is the reappearance 
of the referendum. Has anyone asked the editor what 
happened to the January 25th referendum results? The 
results of the referendum are in limbo because the 
Coucil, the Clerk and our State Representative con¬ 
spired to keep the results from being acted upon. I 
realize that conspiracy is a harsh word to accept, but I’ll 
relate to you (straight from the record) the events that 
led me to this end and then you be the judge on 
November 4th. 

To begin with, the steps taken to reinstate the posi¬ 
tion of chief to the rolls of Civil Service were properly 
followed - except that the Town Clerk without any 
authority interjected his own personal feelings on this 
issue and attached a disclaimer to the referendum 
stating that the referendum was “non-binding.” Judge 
William Simons of Superior 'Court of Hampden County 
made it clear in a suit filed by Walter Kerr, and I quote 
from the record, “Neither the election laws on initiative 
procedures nor municipal laws on initiative procedures 
nor even the initiative legislative process described in the 
Massachusetts Constitution Amendment. 48 mention 
that the vote of the citizens is merely to be advisory. 
Judge Simons ruled the referendum of January 28, 1978 
as binding. 

When the results of the referedum were certified by 
the clerk and sent to the council to, (as Attorney 
j Posnick stated in the council minutes of April 3, 1978) 
‘Convey to thelegislature the resolution of the voters of 
Agawam.” The council members balked. After much 
discussion on this item, Attorney Posnick made it clear 
to the council that the bottom line was that the council’s 
position had to be the will of the people. Again I quote 
from the record: “No matter how many people voted, 
that is the official desire of the Town of Agawam. I 
don’t think you can color that or should color it. That is 
the official position. What the Town has said by vote 
is now the position of the council.” The council voted 
nine yes and four no and certified the results of the 
January 25th referendum. 

After twenty years of drafting and reporting official 
replies to the State, the clerk sent the Council’s certifica¬ 
tion to the Legislature in an improper form. In a letter 
to Representative Connelly, the Counsel to the House of 
Representatives stated “though the vote reflects the 
feeling of the people on this question it of itself is not 
sufficient to meet the requirements of Home Rule 
Legislation.” The attorney for the House called for the 
vote of the Council as certification, but neither the 
Clerk, the Council or our State Representative respond¬ 
ed to this letter of April 10, 1978. 

In his ruling dated December 10, 1979, Judge Simons 
stated, and again I quote from the record, “The General 
Court may take action as it deems proper to repeal 
Chapter 306 of the General Laws without any formal re¬ 
quest by the Town Council of Agawam.” Represen¬ 
tative Connelly knew he didn’t need the vote of the 
council to fulfill his obligation to the voters of Agawam 
on December 10, 1979. He (Connelly), the Council, the 
Clerk and the Attorney for the House of Represen¬ 
tatives alljiad a copy of Judge Simons ruling. But they 
chose to ignore the citizens petition that resulted in the 
referendum to reinstate the position of Police Chief 
tothe rolls of.Civil Service. Why didn’t this “champion 
of home rule” move this legislation through the House. 
A conspiracy? I think so. 

There will be those in the next few days who say that 
the turnout on January 25th was small, that it was not 
representative, that is was not a mandate. But in com¬ 
parison the Republican candidate for State Represen¬ 
tative received less thatn 300 votes out of a total 
Republican registration of over three thousand. By their 
analoogy shouldn’t he be denied the nomination? The 
citizens who voted on the January 25th referendum had 
an opinion and expressed it. Those that chose not to 
vote, I presume did not have an opinion. 

My personal teehngs in tms matter are that what 
transpired since the referendum was voted on only con¬ 
firms my conviction that the position of Police Chief 
would be better served under the umbrella of Civil Ser¬ 
vice, rather th&n exposed to the political environment of 
this community or any other community in this nation.

Committee To Retain Local Control Of Our Police 

Dear Voter: 

You will be going to the polls on November 4 to vote in our state 
and national elections. What you may not be aware of is that there 
is a question on the ballot of vital interest to Agawam residents. 
That is question 7. The question reads as follows: 

AN ACT PROVIDING THAT THE POSITION OF CHIEF OF 
POLICE IN THE CITY KNOWN AS THE TOWN OF AGAWAM 
SHALL BE SUBJECT TO THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW AND 
RULES. 

We urge you to vote NO on Question 7. Our reasons for asking 
you to vote NO are:

Daniel Lacienski, chairman of the newly-formed 
committee to solicit support against Question 7 which 
will appear on the Town of Agawam ballot on 
November 4th, today issued the following statement:

By doing so, they removed the position of chief from 
Boston control to local control. A group of local 
residents petitioned for a special election to return the 
chief to Civil Service. The election was billed as a non¬ 
binding election with less than 6% of the registered 
voters going to the polls. The validity of the election was 
in question because of the dubious circumstances which 
surrounded the question of whether an election of this 
nature could be billed as non-binding. 

“The entire matter was brought before the court and 
the court ordered that the matter be returned to the local 
government for action. If no action was taken the mat¬ 
ter would be referred to the legislature. The Agawam 
Town Council, taking no action, referred the matter to 
the legislature. A bill was introduced to the legislature 
by Walter T. Kerr and filed by State Representative Ed¬ 
ward Connelly. A public hearing was heard on the bill 
by the Public Service Committee. The resulting legisla¬ 
tion will appear on the November 4, 1980 ballot. 

“We commend the legislative action in this matter 
which now gives all the voters of Agawam an opportuni¬ 
ty to participate in the decision making process in 
reference to this very important matter knowing full 
well that their vote will decide whether Boston through 
its Civil Service rules and regulations will control the 
chief of police of Agawam or whether our Town Coun¬ 
cil and Manager will be solely in charge of this impor¬ 
tant and vital position. 

“Our committee will be waging a vigorous informa¬ 
tional campaign to inform the public of their options in 
this matter and urging them to vote NO on Question 7 
so that we may keep local control of our police chief.
